th e rut, declares it to h e, in h is op in­ 
ion, a p h ysicial imp ossibility to strip 
a casing in such a scoop ed out de- 
ression.

court 
holds 
th at the fees charged by the state for 
such inspections are so excessive as 
I to constitute a tax. and that, there- 
i fore, the law, providing for them is 
unconstitutional. 
• 
The decision was given In the F ran k ­ 
lin county case of Charles J. C astle 
against W illiam F. Mason, who was 
recen tly succeeded as state oil in- 
| spector by J. M. Carr, of Barber- 
; ton. 
T he decision reverses one given 
| by the low er court, upholding the 
1 right of the state to collect th e fees 
as fixed by the law. 
T he 
decision 
virtually wipes the state oil inspec­ 
to r’s departm ent w ith its 40 deputies 
out of existence. 
1 
T he departm ent can be restored by 
1 the enactm ent of a law which will 
fix inspection fee« on a basis which 
will 
not be 
considered 
excessive 
U nder th e decision of th e court no 
inspection» can be m ade and because 
of this none of the officers and em­ 
ployes of the departm ent will be able 
to do any work or draw any pay. 
In 1913 the fees of the departm ent 
am ounted to $130,000 and Its expenses 
$43,000, so it will be seen th a t the 
state has been deriving a substantia!
